‘Hungarian officers protesting to the VI- 
enna war office against the use of explo- 
sive bullets, which it was stated had been 
employed by civilians as well as regulars 

Five reports made by Russian officers 
with the testimony of numerous named 
soldiers and petty officers mentioned cases 
of alleged mutilation and killing of Rus- 
sian wounded, which it was charged took 
place from Aug. 7 to Oct. 16 on the battle- 
fields of Gumbinnen, the Mazurian lakes, 
and other scenes of the campaign.

HE starches must be converted into 
sugars before they can be absorbed.

The straight sugars ere called monosac- 
charids, When starch ts eaten it te first 


converted into a disaccharid and then to

are absorbed without change. 
The juices which bring about the 


changes in the polysaccharid starches 


are the saliva, the pancreatic juice, the 


intestinal juice, and a ferment in the in- 
terior of the cells of the intestinal wall. 


The known ferments which do the work 


ere the amylose and maltose. Amylose 


Starches are beat digested by ferments 


m mixtures that are weakly acid. When 


the acid becomes too strong starch diges- 
tion stops When pastry is chewed saliva 
is mixed with it. The amylose and malt- 


ose begin to convert the starch first inte 
maitose and then into glucose,

In the mouth little digestion cecurs, as - 


the time is too short. Digestion proceeds 
in the stomach until the percentage of 
free acid surpasses 1-10 of 1 per cent. 
When it reaches 2-10 of 1 per cent diges- 


tion stops. 


From 5 to 25 per cent of the starch 
eaten is digested in the stomach, the per- 
centage occurring in the mouth being too 
small to be estimated. 

The work of the stomach having been 


finished, the food passes into the intes- 


tines: Here the starch digestion is re- 
sumed by the pancreatic and ponte 


juices. These juices as starch 


are much more powerful than is the sali- 
va. In addition the food is kept in con- 
tact with these ferments for several hours 


instead of minutes, as is the case with the 
saliva. 


— 
Now how did the people who hold that 
strawberry shortcake cannot be digested 


go wrong? They assumed that because a 


strong mineral acid, mwuriatic, when as 


strong a 2-10 of 1 per cent, stopped starch 
digestion, the weak acid of strawberries 
also would stop it. We make a mistake 
when we conclude that because muriatic 
acid will cause a certain effect, malic 
acid will do likewise; also that because 
a high acidity (2 per cent) will cause a 
certain effect, a low acidity will do like- 
wise, 3 


All the salivary digestion that occurs 


takes place in the stomach, where the 
contents are always more acid than 
strawberry shortcake ever is. The great- 
er part of starch digestion is done in the 
small intestine after the acid of the stom- 
ach has been neutralized. Neutralizing 
the acidof strawberry shortcake is child's 
play as compared with neutralizing the 
muriatic acid of the stomach juice.

«Fearing that the report of the house 
committee which investigated the Colo- 
rado strike might antagonize either the 
laboring or capitalistic elements involved 
in that affair, President Wilson has pre- 
pared a report which he is attempting to 
have the committee present to the house 
as its findings in the investigation. 

Three of the members of the subcom- 
mittee have refused to sign the report and 
pees wren ee wan we e 
“to the house. 

The Wilson report is in the hands of 
Congressman Martin D. Foster of Illinois, 
chairman of the mines and mining com- 
mittee and also chairman of the Colorado 
strike subcommittee. Another report .as 
been written by Congressman Byrnes of 
South Carolina, a member of the sub- 
committee. ; 

Many Trips to White House. 

Since Mr. Foster wrote his first report 
he has made so many trips to the White 
House and the president has made so 
many changes in the report that the lat- 
ter, ag it- now stands, is practically the 
work of President Wilson. 

It contains over 400 pages, in which 
every phase of the strike is taken up. 
Neither the mine owners nor the mine 
employés are held wholly responaible for 
conditions existing in the mine field. 
Both are heid responsible and both are 
urged to get together for their mutual 
benefit. 


The presidedt’s action in sending fed- 
eral troops into the district is commended.

harbor and the efficiency of the army in 
repelling a naval attack upon the coast of 
the United States. 

Secretary Garrison does not think there 
is anything in the foreign situation 
| Which would make such a demonstra- 
tion inexpedient at this time. His chief 
concern lies in the fact that congress has 
not provided the money for such ma- 
neuvers. 

Both members of the cabinet concede 
they may change their views and their 
plane after consultation with President 
Wilson. 


Daniels Against Joint Maneuvers. 

The secretary of the navy doee not take 
kindly to the idea of joint maneuvers as 
long as the European war is in progress. 
He is rather of the opinion that it would 
be “ rubbing it in.“ He sees nothing im- 
proper about a naval demonstration 
alone, however, and has written to Rear 
Admiral Fletcher to outline the program. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher has already re- 
ceived instructions to assemble the firet 
line ships off Narragansett for target 
practice.

Leonard A. Busby, president of the Chi- 
cago Surface lines, spent all day yester- 
day on the witness stand before the state 
public utilities commission under cross 
examination by Attorneys Wiliam M.
